ANALYSIS: TIMELINE 
PROVOKES CONCERNS

WASHINGTON — From Capitol Hill to Kabul, the 
question about President Barack Obama’s new Afghan- 
istan strategy was the same on Wednesday: How can 
the United States be all-in in Afghanistan while simul- 
taneously preparing to get out? 

In his speech at the United States Military Academy 
at West Point on Tuesday evening, Obama simultane- 
ously declared that he will speed 30,000 additional 
troops to Afghanistan over the next six months but also 
begin to withdraw U.S. forces from the embattled na- 
tion by July 2011. 

That left many critics to interpret the president’s 
Afghan plan less as a troop buildup and more as an 
exit plan for the war there, and fueled questions about 
whether the White House is committed to the fight or 
already looking for a way out.

IN TOWN CITED AS SUCCESS, 
STILL A LONG ROAD AHEAD

LOGAR PROVINCE, Afghanistan — Within hours 
of President Barack Obama’s announcement of a new 
surge of 30,000 troops into Afghanistan, the man 
charged with winning the war stood before reporters 
in Kabul and offered what he said was a shining ex- 
ample of how the new counterinsurgency strategy can 
succeed: the Baraki Barak district of embattled Logar 
province. 

“Some months ago, it was almost under complete in- 
surgent control,” Gen. Stanley McChrystal said. “Now 
with a partnership between coalition forces, Afghan 
forces and local government and some smart counter- 
insurgency techniques, some reinforcement of local 
leadership, violence is down something like 80 percent 
and it is all because we link up and partner and we 
make it work.”

DEMILITARIZED ZONE, 
Korea — To call it a happy home- 
coming would be a stretch. 

But a stone-faced North Korean 
army sergeant — rescued Sunday 
after his small fishing boat floated 
into South Korean waters — was 
escorted Wednesday by U.S. and 
South Korean military officials 
back to the Military Demarcation 
Line dividing the two Koreas. 

There, he was released to a 
waiting group of equally busi- 
nesslike officials from the Korean 
People’s Army. The sergeant, 
whose name was not released, 
was then left to walk by himself 
several steps behind an officer 
who led him up the stairs and into 
the Panmungak, North Korea’s 
main building at the DMZ?’s Joint 
Security Area. 

Officials said the sergeant 
was allowed to return to North 
Korea during Wednesday’s repa- 
triation only after members of 
the United Nations Command 
Military Armistice Commission 
and Neutral Nations Supervisory 





Commission interviewed him. 
They were satisfied the soldier 
had been fishing, and he was not 
spying on any other military mis- 
sion when the South Korean navy 
found his boat floating Sunday 
afternoon in the Yellow Sea, a 
mile northwest of Yeonpyeong 
Island, according to reports. 
They also believed him when he 
said he wanted to return north. 
The repatriation is the lat- 
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est example of the complex 
and ever-changing relationship 
between the two Koreas, which 
technically remain at war since 
an armistice halted Korean War 
hostilities in 1953. 

Over the summer, North Korea 
made international headlines 
with nuclear and missile tests and 
related threats to its enemies. 

But, in August, the rogue state 
released two American jour- 


North Korean soldier repatriated 


nalists to former President Bill 
Clinton and returned four South 
Korean fishermen who had acci- 
dentally crossed the East Sea 
border. Two months ago, North 
Korea agreed to more reunions 
of families separated since the 
Korean War. 

Then, last month, tensions 
between the two countries heat- 
ed up again when their navies 
exchanged gunfire. South Korean 
military officials said a North 
Korean patrol boat crossed the 
border, and that a North Korean 
officer was killed and three 
others were injured during the 
skirmish. 

U.S. and South Korean military 
officials routinely repatriate the 
remains of one or two North Ko- 
reans each year who drown and 
whose bodies float south. 

The last time there was an 
event like Wednesday’s was in 
2006, when two North Korean 
soldiers suffering from hypother- 
mia were repatriated after being 
rescued from a small boat.

Hasan faces 32 counts 
of attempted murder

FORT WORTH, Texas — The 
U.S. Army has charged the suspect 
in the Fort Hood shooting spree 
with 32 counts of attempted pre- 
meditated murder. 

The charges are in addition to 
the 13 premeditated murder charg- 
es filed against Maj. Nidal Malik 
Hasan in the Nov. 5 massacre at 
Fort Hood. 

The Army said the attempted 
murder charges filed Wednesday 
are related to the 30 soldiers and 
two civilian police officers injured 
in the shooting at a soldier process- 
ing center on the Texas post. 

On Tuesday, Hasan’s civilian 
lawyer said the military plans a 
mental evaluation to determine 


whether the Army psychiatrist 
charged with killing 13 people at 
Fort Hood knew his alleged ac- 
tions were wrong and whether he’s 
competent to stand trial. 

Attorney John Galligan said he 
received notice Tuesday night that 
the military likely was to issue 
a “mental responsibility exam” 
order. 

The notice did not indicate when 
or where the exam, which is done 
by what the military calls a san- 
ity board, will take place, Galligan 
said. 

But Galligan said the exam is 
premature because Hasan remains 
in intensive care at a San Antonio 
military hospital, recovering from 
gunshot wounds that caused him to 
become paralyzed. 
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Faster Internet delayed getting to Misawa 


MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — Misawa residents are going 
to have to wait a little longer for a promised increase in Inter- 
net speed, according to Army and Air Force Exchange Service 
officials. 

AAFES officials said in October that Verizon, the contracted 
communications provider, would install a 70 percent larger circuit 
in Tokyo and have its service working as advertised by the end of 
November. But on Wednesday, an AAFES official said the project 
won’t be complete until Dec. 11. 

Andrew Weaver, an assistant vice president with AAFES’ head- 
quarters in Dallas, said there is still one three-mile stretch of 
computer line that had to be “dragged ... through the conduit.” 

AAFES officials have said that the upgraded service will mean 
constant connections on Misawa that run at up to 12 megabits per 
second.

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Timeline: Critics question wisdom of an end date

Obama pitched the July 2011 
timeline for the start of a secu- 
rity handover to Afghan troops as 
proof that America does not have 
an “open-ended commitment”’ to 
a country where 849 American 
soldiers have lost their lives since 
the war begin eight years ago. No 
final withdrawal date has been 
set, and the pace of drawdowns 
will be dictated by the security 
situation in Afghanistan, U.S. of- 
ficials said. 

“But it will be clear to the Af- 
ghan government — and, more 
importantly, to the Afghan people 
— that they will ultimately be re- 
sponsible for their own country,” 
Obama said. 

But analysts and lawmakers 
immediately questioned wheth- 
er the surge-then-exit strategy 
sends a message of a lack of com- 
mitment in the region. Many 
wondered whether it would em- 
bolden Taliban insurgents to 
simply hunker down and wait 
for a U.S. withdrawal, as well as 
exacerbate longstanding fears in 
both Afghanistan and Pakistan 
that the United States will aban- 
don the volatile region, as it did 
after the Soviet withdrawal from 
Afghanistan in 1989. 

“A date for withdrawal sends 
exactly the wrong message to 
both our friends and our enemies 
— in Afghanistan, Pakistan and 
the entire region — all of whom 
currently doubt whether Amer- 
ica is committed to winning this 
war,” Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
declared during a Senate Armed 
Services Committee hearing 
Wednesday. 

In his own blunt late-summer 
assessment of the faltering war 
effort, Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
the commander of U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan, warned that Ameri- 
cans must gird themselves for a 
“long-term” fight that does not 
lend itself to quick fixes and that 
will require “patience and com- 
mitment” from political leaders. 

He also wrote that a major ob- 
stacle to securing popular support 
in Afghanistan lies in persuading 
skeptical citizens that America 
is committed to protecting them 
from Taliban insurgents, rebuild- 
ing the country and bettering 
their lives. The report stated that 
U.S. actions must “signal unwav- 
ering commitment” to the future 
security of the country. 


McChrystal’s support 


On Wednesday, McChrystal 
expressed full support for a July 
2011 date to begin withdrawals. 

“The 18-month timeline, how- 
ever as it will play out, is not an 
absolute,” McChrystal said. “It’s 
not, ‘In 18 months, everybody 
leaves.’ The president has ex- 
pressed on numerous occasions 
a long-term strategic partnership 
with Afghanistan and that in- 
cludes all manner of assistance. 
So the concept is as national se- 
curity rises, then the need for 
coalition military assistance ma- 
neuver forces goes down.” 

Still, on Capitol Hill Wednes- 
day, some Republican lawmakers 
pressed Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates, labeling the Obama 
plan as a cut-and-run tactic. 

“T understand why he (Obama) 
would want the American people

Defense officials on Tuesday said

months. At least one brigade will be 
assigned to better secure areas around 
Kandahar and another to secure 
population centers in Helmand province. 
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to know we’re not going to be 
there forever, but this is a criti- 
cally important event,” said Sen. 
Lindsey Graham, R-S.C. “I think 
that the success of this operation 
depends on will and resolve and I 
just don’t want the July 2011 state- 
ment to be seen by our enemy, 
which is not one of the audiences 
you mentioned but I think are 
listening, that we have somehow 
locked ourselves into leaving.” 

Gates promised a “hard look” 
at security and progress train- 
ing the Afghan National Army in 
December 2010 to determine if 
the July 2011 withdrawal is still 
realistic. 

Ashraf Haidari, political coun- 
selor and acting defense attaché 
at the Afghan Embassy in Wash- 
ington, on Wednesday said flatly 
that 18 months is “not enough” 
time to adequately train the Af- 
ghan security forces, which he 
said are mostly illiterate and lack 
vital experience and equipment. 

“If we provide these as fast as 
possible, and training and equip- 
ment, they will be far ahead 
[from] where they are today, but 
that doesn’t mean they’Il be fully 
operational and function and 
ready to fight enemies,” Haidari 
said in an interview with Stars

and Stripes. “The question is, re- 
ally, whether we will be where 
we need to be. If not, then of 
course it’s going to be concern- 
ing to all of us, that we don’t want 
to prematurely disengage from 
Afghanistan.” 


Border concerns 


Meanwhile, Brian Katulis, 
senior fellow at the Center for 
American Progress, said Paki- 
stani leaders he’s recently spo- 
ken with have been anxious that 
an Afghanistan surge could push 
al-Qaida and Taliban insurgents 
deeper across their border. 

Pakistani leaders have long 
been divided over how best to deal 
with the insurgency next door in 
Afghanistan, at times supporting 
the Taliban as a proxy force to 
keep arch-rival India from med- 
dling in the area. That policy of 
trying to buy off the extremists 
has lately backfired as the insur- 
gents have staged increasingly 
bold strikes against the Pakistani 
government. 

Obama said part of the surge 
plan includes a new focus on 
Pakistan, one “built on a founda- 
tion of mutual interest, mutual 
respect and mutual trust.” The 
president promised that “Ameri- 
ca will remain a strong supporter 
of Pakistan’s security and pros- 
perity long after the guns have 
fallen silent.” 

He pointedly omitted any men- 
tion of plans to step up covert U.S. 
operations inside Pakistan target- 
ing Taliban and al-Qaida leaders 
taking refuge in the mountainous

border region. 

Katulis said America’s pub- 
lic approach to Pakistan is still 
largely a “we send them money 
and they do what we tell them” 
attitude, one that the Obama 
administration has tried unsuc- 
cessfully to alter. Fears of a half- 
hearted U.S. effort and a desire to 
pull out of the region could exac- 
erbate that tension. 


Not a waiting game? 


White House officials down- 
played the idea that setting a 
date to begin to withdraw from 
Afghanistan signals any lack 
of commitment in the region. 
Obama and his Cabinet officials 
emphasized in their public re- 
marks that any drawdown deci- 
sions will be based on the ability 
of Afghan forces to assume the 
lead in security operations. 

“Tf the Taliban thinks they can 
wait us out, I think that they’re 
misjudging the president’s ap- 
proach,” a senior administration 
official said. 

On Wednesday, Gates told mem- 
bers of the Senate that the an- 
nouncement of a date to begin the 
withdrawal targets two distinct au- 
diences: the Afghan government, 
“who must accept responsibility 
in terms of their own governance,” 
and the American public, “to let 
them know this isn’t going to go on 
for another 10 years.” 

A Gallup poll released last 
month showed that 52 percent 
of U.S. citizens surveyed believe 
the war in Afghanistan has not 
been worth the cost in money or 
lives, and as many people sup- 


ported drawing down the number 
of troops deployed there (45 per- 
cent) as supported adding more 
troops (46 percent). 

Obama dismissed criticisms 
of the July 2011 target in his 
Tuesday speech, noting that “the 
absence of a time frame for tran- 
sition would deny us any sense of 
urgency in working with the Af- 
ghan government.” 

In his Afghanistan assessment, 
McChrystal said the ranks of the 
Afghan National Army need to 
nearly double to 134,000 by fall 
2010, and the long-term goal for 
the combined national army and 
police force needs to top 400,000. 
Obama’s surge plan calls for 
about 5,000 trainers among the 
troops, to help accelerate that 
timeline. 

Others have called for a much 
larger number of Afghanistan se- 
curity forces above the 400,000 
target. But senior administration 
officials dismissed those calls, 
too, calling that goal something 
they can reasonable aim for in 
the next five years. 


Can’t rush success 


Yet, retired Gen. Wesley Clark, 
who last month warned lawmak- 
ers against a quick, catch-all so- 
lution for Afghanistan, said that 
even with more trainers and 
funding, the Afghan National 
Army is limited in how fast it 
can grow. Logistics, equipment 
and intelligence capabilities take 
years to develop, even under ideal 
circumstances, he noted. 

“Tn the end, success is not some- 
thing you can rush,” he said. 

Kimberly Kagan, president of 
the Institute for the Study of War, 
who was a member of a team of 
advisers to McChrystal last sum- 
mer, said expecting the surge to 
lead to immediate improvements 
may be overly optimistic. 

“We simply must not go in with 
the expectation that nine months 
after the beginning of this in- 
crease of forces into Afghanistan 
we will have a result as decisive 
as the result we had in Iraq,” she 
said. 

The president’s plans call for 
the 30,000 additional U.S. troops 
to be in place in Afghanistan by 
next summer, although admin- 
istration officials concede that 
may be an ambitious target. But 
Kagan said she doubts the flow 
of new troops into Afghanistan 
would be as swift as the surge of 
extra troops into Iraq two years 
ago, and therefore “decisive” op- 
erations against insurgents would 
not come as quickly. 

Obama also received criti- 
cism for providing fewer than the 
40,000 troops originally request- 
ed by McChrystal, but NATO 
forces are expected to announce 
their own troop surge later this 
week. Brig. Gen. John Nicholson 
Jr., director of the Defense De- 
partment’s Pakistan-Afghanistan 
Coordination cell, said he antici- 
pates another 5,000 to 7,000 in 
troop commitments from inter- 
national partners, enough to push 
the total coalition troop total over 
140,000.

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Troops in Afghanistan welcome surge

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
— Even at 5:30 a.m., a couple 
dozen bleary-eyed troops filed 
into a recreation center at Kanda- 
har Airfield, NATO’s main hub in 
Afghanistan’s violence-plagued 
South, to watch President Barack 
Obama’s West Point speech. 

Troops in the South have been 
cautiously optimistic about the 
increase in troops since word of 
the proposed buildup leaked last 
week. 

Sgt. Daniel Foster, 25, of 
Caldwell, Idaho, said the extra 
support will be welcome in the 
South, but that it’s only part of the 
solution. 

“T don’t know whether or not it 
will work — the success hinges 
on the Afghans,” said Foster, 
a soldier with the hard-hit Sth 
Stryker Brigade Combat Team, 
2nd Infantry Division. “We’re not 
here for ourselves, we’re trying 
to help these people get back on 
solid ground. It feels like they’re 
always fighting us. They’ve got 
to be willing to change to help 
themselves.” 

The president is sending 30,000 
additional troops after months 
of deliberation on Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal’s assessment, with a 
renewed push to stand up Afghan 
forces, but also a clear expecta- 
tion that the United States will 
begin to pull substantial numbers 


of troops out starting in 2011. 

NATO Secretary-General An- 
ders Fogh Rasmussen said he ex- 
pects “other allies and partners 
will also make a substantial in- 
crease in their contributions.” 

Soldiers serving with 1st Bat- 
talion, 12th Infantry Regiment at 
a U.S. forward operating base in 
Zhari district, a few miles west 
of Kandahar city, expressed sup- 
port for the plan. 

“Tt’ll make it get over quicker,” 
said Sgt. Dylan Seymour, 27, of 
Athens, Ohio. 

Cpl. William Strickland, 27, of 
Columbus, Ohio, said he was in 
the morale, welfare and recre- 
ation center in the early morning 
when another soldier read the de- 
velopment aloud on Yahoo News. 

“We’re so spread out now that 
it’s hard to keep control over the 
areas we have,” Strickland said. 
“T think it’s right to send more 
guys over here, so that we can 
regain positive control and then 
turn it over to the Afghans, like 
we did with the Iraqis in Iraq. ’'m 
all for whatever we need to do to 
end this.” 

Spc. Morgan Riley, 26, of Tem- 
ple, Texas, said that without addi- 
tional troops it would be difficult 
to make progress in the south. 

“If we continue to do (the same 
thing) over here, we’re going to 
be here for a long time,” he said.

Success: U.S. officials are encouraged 
by progress in Afghanistan district

Yet on the ground here in 
Baraki Barak, the picture is not 
so Clear. 

Much of the counterinsur- 
gency push here has revolved 
around creating what the Ameri- 
cans call a “security bubble” 
in this rural area of 150,000. 
Inside the bubble, residents 
are given aid as they cooperate 
with the local government and 
U.S. military — an example that 
U.S. commanders hope villages 
outside the bubble will want to 
emulate when they see how their 
neighbors are prospering. 

But the bubble only covers 
about one-fifth of Baraki Barak, and about half its 
population. 

“The areas close by [the government center], se- 
curitywise, everything is great,” said Abdul Jamil, 
a judge at the local government center. “But further 
from the center, where I live, the security is not so 
good.” 

Farmers gathered at the government center for an 
agriculture meeting Wednesday expressed similar 
sentiments, noting that they are intimidated by Tal- 
iban insurgents and gangs belonging to the Haqqani 
warlord network if they dare to participate in any 
government or U.S. military projects. As a measure 
of the threat, an Afghan government official was 
murdered in the district last month. 

Some local residents said they felt safer before 
U.S. forces arrived, when the enemy could not tar- 
get them for working with the outsiders. 

“The enemies, there is a variety of different 
groups,” Jamil said. “Once the Americans go there 
and do operations, it is quiet. But once the Ameri- 
cans leave, they come back.” 

Just this week, U.S. troops met with teachers at 
a school just outside the combat outpost to discuss 
development projects. Soldiers reported that local 
children threw rocks at them. 

For all the difficulties, however, U.S. officials say 
they are encouraged by the progress here. 

Capt. Paul Shepard, commander of Troop A of 
the 3rd Squadron, 71st Cavalry Regiment, said that 
since his unit arrived here in March, the goal has 
always been to establish a foothold near the govern- 
ment center and then expand from there — a pro- 
cess that will take time. 

“There are villages that dislike us,” Shepard said. 
“When we go there, you’re pulling teeth when you’re

asking questions. If we can find 
a village that’s willing to talk, 
we'll go back there and try to 
talk to those key leaders.” 

Progress here has meant 
helping to empower the local 
government and steering locals 
to the government center in 
order to get things done, Shepa- 
rd said. 

“It’s all these key players 
coming together at the district 
center,’ Shepard said of the 
compound’s daily mix of gov- 
ernment officials, farmers, U.S. 
forces, and Afghan soldiers and 
police officers. “You’ve got all 
these pieces of government, a 
mayor, a sub-governor and they start to do these 
little projects and these productive measures and it 
starts to be more effective.” 

Part of the security bubble concept involves an 
“extreme makeover” program, propagated in a va- 
riety of Logar districts with varying success by Lt. 
Col. Tom Gukeisen, the commander of the 3-71. 

The extreme makeover involves giving locals 
items such as generators and mosque refurbish- 
ment kits that they can put to immediate use. 

Yet even those basic efforts have involved compli- 
cations, Shepard said, with some villages reporting 
the theft of generators by the Taliban. 

Another focus for American forces has been en- 
gaging local leaders, particularly District Gover- 
nor Mohammed Yasin Ludin, a nonelected official 
whose uncle is the provincial governor. 

Ludin lives in Kabul and commutes to the district 
three to four days a week, Shepard said. 

While noting that he’d prefer the district governor 
to actually live in Baraki Barak, Shepard said Ludin 
has proved adept at bringing locals together and is 
responsive to their problems. He has also been help- 
ful when U.S. forces need to explain less palatable 
counterinsurgency practices, such as the occasional 
night raid. 

Residents list night raids by U.S. forces and deten- 
tion of locals as an upsetting part of the new order. 

“That scares families and children,” said Moham- 
med Sadiq, a farmer who came to the government 
compound Wednesday. “They’re walking around 
and arresting innocent people. American people 
came here for solving the problems, but we are fac- 
ing the problems.”

McChrystal: Afghan plan a ‘clear commitment’

KABUL — President Barack Obama’s 
decision to bolster the flagging Afghani- 
stan fight with 30,000 more troops marks 
a significant and clear way forward in this 
nine-year battle, the top U.S. commander 
in the country said Wednesday. 

Calling the announcement a “clear com- 
mitment to the way ahead,” Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal said the extra troops will allow 
U.S. and coalition forces to establish secu- 
rity in more of the insurgent-controlled 
areas of the country while allowing coali- 
tion troops to train and build up Afghan 
security forces to ultimately take over. 

“We have clarity of our mission as was 
outlined by the president this morning,” 
McChrystal told his staff in Kabul in a 
special briefing that he would be repeating 
to staff at other bases around the country 
throughout the day. “We have clarity about 
what it is we are here to do, and we are here 
to provide the government of Afghanistan 
and our Afghan partners [the] time, space 
and capability to defend their sovereignty. 
And standing between them and that is 
an insurgency that we have been fighting 
and we will now take on with even greater 
vigor.” 

But he warned that while an end goal is 
attainable, it won’t come easy. 

“Tt isn’t free. It isn’t easy. There will be a 
lot of people who will question whether we 
can do it. There are some who will ques- 
tion whether we should do it. But nobody 
should question from today on whether we 
will do it,” he said. 

McChrystal said that the additional forc- 
es send aclear signal to the enemy and help 
boost the confidence of the Afghan people, 
who must believe in their own government 
if the fight is to be won. 

In a searing assessment of the state of 
the war that he completed over the sum- 
mer, McChrystal said that without a strong 
reinforcement of coalition troops, a new, 
comprehensive counterinsurgency strat-

egy and an end to the rampant corruption 
in the Afghan government, the war would 
fail. 

He warned at the time that the com- 
mitment would have to be far reaching 
and long range to achieve results, and de- 
scribed a strategy that was as much about 
nation-building as military warfare. 

“Counterinsurgency is always about 
what people think at the end of the day,” 
McChrystal said Wednesday. 

“It’s not the number of people you kill. 
It’s the number of people you convince. It’s 
the number of people that don’t get killed. 
It’s the number of houses that are not de- 
stroyed. It’s the number of children that 
do get to go to school,” he said. “And as 
we increase our force in numbers we also 


increase our force capability because we 
understand that better. And we operate in 
a way that truly threatens the enemy be- 
cause the one thing the enemy cannot af- 
ford to lose is their access to the people. ... 
And we absolutely can take this away from 
them.” 

Speaking to reporters in Kabul a short 
time later, McChrystal said the expanded 
coalition troop levels will establish pock- 
ets of security where governance could be 
established. But he would not elaborate on 
how that governance will break free of the 
corruption culture that pervades not just 
politics but the Afghan police and army as 
well. 

“The challenges are significant,’ he 
said. “There’s no way to get around that. 


But I think the importance is equally sig- 
nificant. ... I think additional forces will 
allow us to create more security in areas 
first to take away from the Taliban sense of 
momentum and also put a sense of momen- 
tum on our side. I won’t minimize there 
are places where sometimes it looks insur- 
mountable, but I don’t believe it is.” 

McChrystal declined to elaborate on the 
breakdown of the new forces or where they 
will deploy. But he said a critical focus of 
the mission will be on training and ex- 
panding the Afghan National Army and 
the Afghan National Police. 

He also stood by his assessment that the 
Afghan National Security Forces need to 
more than double from current numbers 
to 400,000, which he believes can be done 
in four years. 

He said some of the new forces will go 
directly to training the Afghan security 
forces, and the goal is that in six to eight 
months, all coalition forces and Afghan 
army or police forces will be partnered. 

“That’s our goal. We don’t have enough 
forces to touch all areas. What we are 
doing is focusing on the highest priorities 
now, the most difficult areas to do partner- 
ing. As the ANSF grows, [this] gives us co- 
alition forces to partner with them.” 

McChrystal acknowledged that even 
within the leadership in Kabul, there is 
sometimes a crisis of confidence that this 
war can be won. When speaking to his 
staff earlier in the day, he didn’t sugarcoat 
the cost of the way ahead, stressing the end 
goal. 

“There will be more long nights, more 
cold days, more memorial services, more 
frustration, more questions, more answers 
to questions,” he said. “But there will also 
be more Afghans with a chance, more Af- 
ghans with security, more Afghans with 
the ability to make the choice for their fu- 
ture to build the country the way they want 
it. So now is the time to go forward.”

Administration tries to sell new Afghanistan war strategy

WASHINGTON — The arduous job of 
selling President Barack Obama’s Afghan 
war strategy began Wednesday as admin- 
istration officials sought to convince Con- 
gress that failure in the country would put 
the U.S. and other countries at risk. 

Obama plans to send 30,000 more troops 
by next summer, bringing the American 
presence in Afghanistan to about 100,000 
troops, and would begin their withdrawal 
as early as July 2011. He announced his 
strategy in a speech Tuesday night after 
three months of careful deliberation. 

Some of the president’s Democratic allies 
have expressed fears that the U.S. is shoul- 
dering too much of the military burden. 

Top administration officials hoped to 
persuade lawmakers at Wednesday’s Sen- 
ate hearing that there is no other option. 

“Failure in Afghanistan would mean 
a Taliban takeover of much, if not most, 
of the country and likely a renewed civil 
war,” Defense Secretary Robert Gates told 
the Senate Armed Services Committee. 

“Taliban-ruled areas could in short 
order become, once again, a sanctuary for 
al-Qaida as well as a staging area for re- 
surgent militant groups on the offensive in 
Pakistan.” 

The insurgency already has gained 
“dominant influence” in 11 of Afghanistan’s 
34 provinces, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Adm. Mike Mullen said. Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton also appeared with 
Mullen and Gates before the committee. 


Committee chairman Sen. Carl Levin, a 
Democrat, expressed serious misgivings 
about the troop escalation when the Afghan 
security force remains small and weak. 

“It seems to me that the large influx of 
U.S. combat troops will put more U.S. Ma- 
rines on street corners in Afghan villages, 
with too few Afghan partners alongside 
them,” he said in his opening remarks of 
the hearing. 

Despite the war’s waning popularity 
among voters, there were few protesters on 
hand as Gates, Mullen and Clinton testified 
in a cavernous hearing room. 

Unlike 2007, when the Bush adminis- 
tration’s troop build up in Iraq prompted 
angry chants by protesters, there were 
only three visible anti-war protesters, who 
held up signs denouncing the troop buildup 
and calling the war hopeless. 

Vice President Joe Biden said earlier 
Wednesday that the new surge-and-exit 
troop strategy in Afghanistan is aimed 
more at wringing reforms from President 
Hamid Karzai than mollifying a war- 
weary American public. Democrats com- 
plained about Obama’s escalation of the 
war after his prime-time speech Tuesday 
night at the U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point, N.Y. 

Republicans are unhappy with his prom- 
ise to withdraw troops in 18 months, but 
Congress appears willing, nevertheless, to 
approve the buildup’s $30 billion price tag.

Dems seek 
$100B for 
unemployed

WASHINGTON — As unem- 
ployment spikes, the cost of com- 
passion is going up too. 

By as much as $100 billion. 

That’s the potential price of a 
push by Democrats in Congress 
to continue providing extra help 
to the jobless beyond the core 26- 
week unemployment insurance 
package provided under perma- 
nent law. 

The jaw-dropping numbers 
combine the approximately $85 
billion cost of continuing emer- 
gency benefits through 2010 for 
the long-term unemployed — job- 
less more than six months — plus 
an estimated $15 billion to con- 
tinue subsidies to help pay health 
insurance premiums. 

Even before the last new round 
of extended benefits in November, 
the cost of unemployment com- 
pensation was estimated by the 
White House to exceed $140 bil- 
lion for fiscal 2010, which began 
in October. Just two years ago 
— when the unemployment rate 
was 4.8 percent in contrast to the 
current 10.2 percent — the cost of 
unemployment benefits was only 
$43 billion. 


Running out of 
jobless benefits 


In 2010, the U.S. Labor Depart- 
ment estimates that 8 million 
Americans will exhaust their 
regular 26 weeks of unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits 
provided under current law. 
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Extending unemployment ben- 
efits again is an obvious solution 
to Democrats preaching compas- 
sion for the long-term jobless, as 
well as to economists who say cut- 
ting off the flow of money could 
harm the economy. 

“This is the most effective way 
to get money into the economy. 
It’s given to people who are sim- 
ply out of money,” said Rep. Jim 
McDermott, D-Wash., a key sup- 
porter. “They’re spending it. 
They’re not socking it away in a 
mattress somewhere.” 


White House crashers 
did not have invitation

WASHINGTON — _ E-mails 
between the White House party 
crashers and a Pentagon official 
undermine their claims that they 
were invited to President Barack 
Obama?’s first state dinner. 

Tareq and Michaele Salahi 
pressed the friendly Pentagon 
aide for four days to score tick- 
ets to the big event. By their own 
admission in the e-mails, they 
showed up at the White House 
gates at 6:30 p.m. on Nov. 24 with- 
out an invitation — “to just check 
in, in case it got approved since 
we didn’t know, and our name 
was indeed on the list!” 

In an e-mail sent just hours after 
last week’s dinner to Pentagon of- 
ficial Michele Jones, the Salahis 
claimed a dead cell phone bat- 
tery prevented them from hearing 
Jones’ voice mail earlier that day 
advising them they did not make 
the guest list. 





A collection of e-mails between 
the Salahis and Jones was ob- 
tained Tuesday night by The As- 
sociated Press from a source who 
got them in a manner that con- 
firmed their authenticity. 

Earlier Tuesday evening, the 
administration said it will make 
at least one change to its practic- 
es for invitation-only events: The 
White House social office will go 
back to making sure a staff mem- 
ber is present at the gates to help 
the Secret Service if questions 
come up, the first lady’s commu- 
nication director, Camille John- 
ston, said. 

On NBC’s “Today” Tuesday 
morning, the Salahis said they 
had e-mails that would make 
clear they did not go to the White 
House uninvited, but said they 
could not yet provide them while 
they were cooperating with the 
Secret Service on its internal 
investigation. 
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House panel OKs law allowing 
dismantling of financial firms

WASHINGTON — A key House panel voted 
Wednesday to slap new restraints on big Wall Street 
institutions and to demand greater openness from 
the nation’s central bank, clearing a significant hur- 
dle in the drive for a sweeping financial regulations 
overhaul. 

Motivated by the crisis that caused a near col- 
lapse in financial markets, the House Financial 
Services Committee approved legislation 31-27 that 
would give the government the right to dismantle 
financial firms that pose a risk to the economy, even 
if they are healthy. 

The legislation also would require a detailed con- 
gressional audit of the privacy-shrouded Federal 
Reserve and would assess fees up front on large 
financial institutions to pay for the failure of their 
competitors. 

The action sets the stage for a full House vote next 
week on comprehensive regulatory changes meant 
as a response to the financial sector’s meltdown 
more than a year ago. That package, set to go to the 
House floor on Wednesday, would include the cre- 
ation of a new consumer finance protection agen- 
cy, restrictions on complex financial instruments 
blamed for feeding last year’s panic and restrictions 
on Wall Street compensation. 

The committee’s vote, however, was closer than 
expected. Ten members of the Congressional Black 
Caucus did not vote, signaling their continuing 
demands that the Obama administration address 
unrelated joblessness issues facing the black com- 
munity, where unemployment far exceeds the na- 


tional average. 

Financial Services Committee Chairman Barney 
Frank, D-Mass., had postponed a vote on the bill be- 
fore Thanksgiving because of the concerns raised 
by members of the caucus. 

Their absence from Wednesday’s vote signals po- 
tential troubles ahead for the comprehensive regu- 
latory package if their concerns are not addressed. 
Forty-one House members, all Democrats, are 
members of the caucus. 

In a statement Tuesday evening, White House 
spokeswoman Jennifer Psaki said: “The president’s 
top priority is economic recovery and we understand 
the profound impact that the recession is having on 
the African-American community. We welcome a 
continuing dialogue with the CBC on how we can 
collaborate to implement the president’s agenda to 
support economic growth and opportunity for all 
Americans.” 

Wednesday’s vote marked the end of the commit- 
tee’s work on the package that began months ago 
after the administration submitted its package of 
regulatory changes meant to avoid a repeat of last 
year’s crisis. 

Since then, some tough provisions requested by 
the Obama administration have been removed or 
weakened through exceptions. In the case of the 
Fed audit and the fee assessment on financial firms, 
however, administration officials have said the com- 
mittee was too harsh. 

As chairman, Frank faced not only Republican 
opposition to most provisions but also had to com- 
promise with moderate Democrats who were not 
eager to go as far as Obama.

sexual offender rules 
are not being adopted

ATLANTA — More than three 
years after Congress ordered 
stepped-up monitoring of sex of- 
fenders, only one state has ad- 
opted the government’s strict new 
requirements, and some others 
are weighing whether to ignore 
the law and just pay a penalty. 

So far, Ohio is the lone state 
to meet the new federal stan- 
dards. Elsewhere, efforts have 
been hampered by high costs and 
legal challenges from the nation’s 
686,000 registered sex offenders. 
Advocates worry that the delays 
are putting public safety at risk. 

“This means more of the same 
— that we’re losing sex offend- 
ers when they cross state lines 
and disappear,” said Erin Run- 
nion, who lobbied for the law after 
her 5-year-old daughter was kid- 
napped and killed in 2002. 


The initial deadline for states 
to comply was in July. Then the 
deadline was extended to July 
2010, although several states have 
signaled they may still be unable 
to meet it. States that do not adopt 
the mandates risk losing millions 
of dollars in federal grants. 

The law was designed to keep 
closer tabs on sex offenders, in- 
cluding an estimated 100,000 
who are not living where they are 
supposed to be. It would create a 
national sex offender registry and 
toughen penalties for those who 
fail to register. 

Last year, a federal judge in Ne- 
vada declared the law unconsti- 
tutional because it would subject 
offenders to additional penalties 
after they have served their time. 

In addition to the legal chal- 
lenges, states are also struggling 
with the cost, which could climb 
into the millions of dollars. 


More charges likely to come 
in slayings of police officers

SEATTLE — With an ex-con- 
vict suspected in the coffee-shop 
ambush killings of four police 
officers now dead, authorities fo- 
cused on pursuing those who may 
have helped him escape and stay 
on the lam for two days amid a 
frantic manhunt. 

Prosecutors were expected 
Wednesday to charge Maurice 
Clemmons’ alleged getaway driv- 
er, Darcus D. Allen, according to 
Pierce County sheriff’s spokes- 
man Ed Troyer. Authorities ac- 
cuse Allen, a convicted murderer 
who served time in an Arkansas 
prison with Clemmons, of being 
the getaway driver for Clemmons 
as he fled the scene of the shoot- 
ings at coffee shop in Parkland 
early Sunday. 

Two women accused of giv- 
ing Clemmons first aid and rides 
also may be charged, Troyer said. 
He said Clemmons’ aunt, Letri- 
cia Nelson, was arrested Tues- 
day evening in Pacific, northest 
of Tacoma, for allegedly giving 
first aid to Clemmons, helping 
him change clothes and making 
arrangements to get him to other 
locations. Arrested around the 
same time in Des Moines, Wash., 
was Quiana Maylea Williams, 
an acquaintance of Clemmons. 
Both women are being held in the 
Pierce County jail. 


Three other people appeared 
Tuesday in Pierce County Supe- 
rior Court. Two brothers, Eddie 
Lee Davis and Douglas Edward 
Davis, are charged with render- 
ing criminal assistance. A third 


man, Clemmons’ half-brother 
Rickey Hinton, was ordered held 
pending charges. 


Clemmons, 37, was shot to 
death Tuesday by a Seattle police 
officer Benjamin Kelly who spot- 
ted a car, its hood up and engine 
running, on a south Seattle street 
and pulled over to check it out. As 
the patrolman sat in his cruiser, 
aman came up from behind, As- 
sistant Seattle Police Chief Jim 
Pugel said. 

The officer turned, stepped out- 
side his car and recognized the 
most wanted man in the Pacific 
Northwest.

Government tapped Henderson in March to take over

DETROIT — The leader of the new General Mo- 
tors was done in by an old problem at the nation’s 
largest car maker: Change wasn’t happening fast 
enough. 

GM’s board and CEO Fritz Henderson parted 
ways Tuesday, the board upset that the automaker’s 
turnaround wasn’t moving more swiftly and Hen- 
derson frustrated with second-guessing, two people 
close to the former CEO said. 

Board Chairman Ed Whitacre Jr., the former head 
of AT&T Inc., will take over as CEO while a global 
search is conducted. 

It was unclear whether Henderson or the board 
moved first in the surprise resignation, which came 
just hours before Henderson was to be the high-pro- 
file keynote speaker at the Los Angeles Auto Show. 
At a hastily called news conference at General Mo- 
tors Co.’s downtown Detroit headquarters, Whitacre 
would not answer questions, but said the board and 
Henderson agreed that he should step down. 

Whitacre thanked Henderson, 51, a lifelong GM 
employee, for his leadership and said the company 
is on the right path toward offering high-quality cars 
and trucks worldwide. 

“We now need to accelerate our progress toward 
that goal,” Whitacre, 68, said in a brief appearance. 

Both men were chosen for their jobs by the U.S. 
government, which owns more than 60 percent of 
the Detroit automaker in exchange for giving it bil- 
lions in loans. 

But Henderson is a GM insider, while Whitacre is 
an outsider to the whole industry. 

An Obama administration official said Tuesday in 
astatement that “this decision was made by the Board 


of Directors alone. 
The Administration 
was not involved in 
the decision.” 

“T don’t think this 
has much to do with 
Fritz | Henderson’s 
performance, I think 
it’s just the wrong 
time to be a GM 
lifer,’ said Logan 
Robinson, a former 
Chrysler attorney 
and professor of cor- 
porate governance at 
University of Detroit 
Mercy. 

Henderson, who 
rose through GM’s 
ranks over a 25- 
year career, took 
over in March after 
the government 
forced out former 
CEO Rick Wagoner. 
A few months later, 
GM entered bankruptcy protection and Henderson 
led the company through a painful government-led 
and court-supervised reorganization. The compa- 
ny emerged from court protection in just 40 days 
cleansed of massive debt and burdensome contracts 
that would have sunk it without roughly $52 billion 
in federal loans. 

The people close to Henderson said he was frus- 
trated from the beginning by the board and govern- 
ment push for faster change and other questions 
about his decisions.

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Chechen group claims Russian train blast

MOSCOW — Chechen rebels claimed 
responsibility Wednesday for blowing up a 
high-speed Russian train last week, an at- 
tack that killed 26 people, injured scores of 
others and raised fears of a fresh wave of 
terror attacks. 

The Chechen claim, posted on a Web site 
sympathetic to the militants, could but- 
tress the suspicions of Russian investiga- 
tors, who have been tracing the attack to 
Islamist separatists in Russia’s volatile 
North Caucasus region. 

The separatist statement, issued on be- 
half of Chechen separatist leader Doku 
Umarov, claimed Friday’s bombing of a 
Moscow-St. Petersburg express train was 
carried out on his orders. 

“We declare that this operation was pre- 
pared and carried out ... pursuant to the 
order of the Emir of Caucasus Emirate,” 
or Umarov, it said. 

Umarov is thought to head a network of 
separatist cells across the mainly Muslim 
North Caucasus region that are fighting to 
break free from Moscow’s rule. The reb- 
els are blamed for regular attacks on law 
enforcement officials in the area’s five au- 
tonomous republics since the end of two 
bloody separatist wars in Chechnya.

Russian authorities have said the train’s 
derailment was an act of terrorism and 
traces of explosives and a crater were 
found at the disaster site. Government of- 
ficials were among those killed in the train 
bombing. 


The bombing was the first deadly terror- 
ist attack outside the North Caucasus since 
the bombings of two airliners and a Mos- 
cow subway station attack in 2004. 

The attack has struck a nerve in Russian 
society. About 1,500 people gathered for a 


state-sanctioned anti-terrorism rally in St. 
Petersburg on Wednesday. 

Participants in the protest, organized 
by Prime Minister Vladimir Putin’s party 
United Russia, held banners, with slogans 
including “Terrorists are not People” and 
“Find and Destroy.” 

Rights activists charge that devastating 
militant attacks in the Caucasus — such as 
August’s bombing of a police station in the 
capital of Ingushetia, which claimed more 
than 20 lives — are the bitter fruit of a bru- 
tal counterterrorism campaign by Russian 
authorities. The past year has seen a surge 
in suicide bombings and assassinations. 

There has been no official accusation of 
the southern separatists, but the country’s 
top investigator, Alexander Bastrykin, said 
in comments published Wednesday in the 
state newspaper Rossiiskaya Gazeta that 
the attack bore their hallmarks. Police re- 
leased a computerized sketch of a suspect 
Monday. 

No arrests have been made in connection 
with the attack on the luxury train, which 
occurred 250 miles northwest of Moscow 
and 150 miles southeast of St. Petersburg. 
It was the second attack in two years on the 
line, which is popular with civil servants 
and Russian businessmen. 

A blast in 2007 injured dozens but killed 
no one. 


Iran releases 


Demjanjuk trial postponed; 
defendant too sick to attend

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran freed five British sailors 
detained last week when their racing yacht drifted 
accidentally into Iranian waters in the Persian Gulf. 
Britain said it was delighted with Wednesday’s re- 
lease and praised Tehran’s handling of the incident. 

The men arrived on shore in Dubai on Wednesday, 
flashing smiles, waving at the cameras and looking 
relaxed. 

The 60-foot yacht was in the Persian Gulf on its 
way from Bahrain to Dubai last Wednesday for the 
start of its first offshore race when it ran into a prob- 
lem with its propeller, said Andrew Pindar, whose 
Team Pindar owns the yacht. It drifted into Iranian 
waters and was seized by the elite Revolutionary 
Guard’s navy 

“After carrying out an investigation and interro- 
gation of the five British sailors, it became clear that 
their illegal entry was a mistake,” the Revolution- 
ary Guard said in a statement carried by the offi- 
cial IRNA news agency. “After obtaining necessary 
guarantees, it was decided to release them.” 

The British government had tried to keep the

case from being politicized at a time when Tehran is 
under heavy pressure from the West over its nuclear 
program. Iran has accused Britain and other foreign 
governments of stoking the country’s postelection 
street protests.

MUNICH — The trial of John 
Demjanjuk on charges of acces- 
sory to the murder of 27,900 Jews 
as a death camp guard was called 
off for the day Wednesday after a 
doctor determined he was too ill 
to come to court. 

Presiding Judge Ralph Alt said 
the doctor examined Demjanjuk, 
89, in a prison hospital two hours 
before the session due was to 
begin, and determined that he had 
a fever caused by an unidentified 
infection. The fever continued to 
rise despite medication, and the 
doctor decided it was not safe to 
transport him to court, Alt said. 

“This chamber has_ deter- 
mined not to proceed because it 
is not that the defendant does not 
want to come, but that he cannot 
come,” Alt said. 

The day was to have featured 


more testimony — which began 
Tuesday — from some of the ap- 
proximately 40 relatives of vic- 
tims who have joined the trial as 
co-plaintiffs as allowed under the 
German legal system.

DETROIT — Tire prices are inflating. 
Tariffs on imports, lower supplies and 
higher demand from drivers buying win- 
ter tires are combining to jack up costs. 

Goodyear, the biggest U.S. tiremaker, 
just raised prices. Other manufacturers 
will likely follow to offset U.S. tariffs on 
Chinese-made tires and the rising cost of 
raw materials such as rubber and oil. Key- 
Banc analyst Saul Ludwig sees prices up 5 
percent to 10 percent by January, the start 
of a year when Americans are expected to 
buy about 210 million replacement tires, 
according to the Rubber Manufacturers 
Association. 

President Barack Obama slapped a 35 
percent tariff on tires after a U.S. union 
claimed an influx of Chinese imports has 
cost more than 5,000 U.S. tire workers 
their jobs since 2004. Those replacement 
tires make up about 17 percent of the U.S. 
market, up from 5 percent in 2004. 
Lumped together under the tariff are

tires made in China by major producers 
— including Michelin and Perelli — and 
tires made by Chinese manufacturers and 
sold in the U.S. under brand names such 
as Ling Long and Wanli. 

But Chinese-made tires aren’t the only 
ones getting more expensive. 

Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. has raised 
the price on all consumer replacement 
tires sold in North America by 6 per- 
cent. The Akron, Ohio-based manufac- 
turer cited raw material costs. Goodyear 
imports about 2 percent of its tires from 
China, so the increase also could offset 
tariffs. 

A 6 percent increase would bring the 
cost of a set of 16-inch Goodyear Ultra 
Grip snow tires to $432.48, according to 
online retailer Tire Rack. 

Cooper Tire & Rubber Co., based in 
Findlay, Ohio, has boosted prices across 
its lineup to recoup the cost of Chinese 
tariffs. Ludwig expects Cooper to raise 
prices 5 percent to 10 percent in the first 
quarter because of raw materials costs. 
A set of Cooper’s 16-inch Lifeliner GLS 
tires, the company’s moderately priced 
line, now costs about $350. 

While all tires meet U.S. safety stan- 
dards, there can be major differences in 
quality. 
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Jennifer Stockburger, a tire test engi- 
neer for Consumer Reports, said six of 
the top 10 all-season tires recently tested 
by the magazine were made in China by 
major manufacturers. 

Still, Stockburger said tires don’t have 
to be expensive to be good. And tires from 
Chinese makers can cost significantly 
less, from a quarter to half the cost of tires 
from a major brand. 

Under the government’s new tariff, 
which went into effect in September, a set 
of Chinese tires that would have cost $280 
now cost nearly $100 more. 

Matt Edmonds, vice president of the 
online retailer Tire Rack, said the tariff 
punishes buyers who want cheaper tires. 
“It’s going to impact those who really can 
afford it the least.” 

Edmonds said inventories are falling as 
some manufacturers delay shipments to 
move production out of China. That, com- 
bined with high demand, is one more fac- 
tor pumping up prices. 

Tire dealers also are seeing pent-up 
demand from buyers who put off pur- 
chases last year and can’t wait any longer 
to get replacements before winter. Price- 
Grabber.com, a shopping site, reported 
tire sales were up 43 percent over last 
October.

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Survey: More young adults moving in with parents

WASHINGTON — Faced with 
limited job options, many young 
adults in the United States are 
turning to an old standby to 
weather the recession: move back 
in with Mom and Dad. 

Nearly 1 in 7 parents with 
grown children say they had a 
“boomerang kid” move _ back 
home in the past year, accord- 
ing to a study being released this 
week by the Pew Research Cen- 
ter. In a turnabout in the rite of 
passage in which a college gradu- 
ate finds a job and an apartment, 
many are returning to their par- 
ents’ empty nests because of tight 
finances or as they pursue ad- 
vanced degrees. 

“The journey home for [the 
holidays] won’t be quite so far this 
year for many adults,” said re- 
searchers Wendy Wang and Rich 
Morin, who wrote the report. 

Pew’s survey and analysis of 
government data found that the 
share of adults 18 to 29 who lived 
alone declined from 7.9 percent 
in 2007 to 7.3 percent this year. 
Drops of that magnitude also 
were seen during or immediately 
after the recessions of 1982 and 
2001. 

Roughly one-third, or 35 per- 
cent, of boomerang kids said 
they had lived independently at 
some point in their lives but had 
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to move back in with their par- 
ents. About half the grown chil- 
dren worked full- or part-time, 
while 25 percent were unem- 
ployed and 20 percent were full- 
time students. 

The findings are the latest to 
highlight the sweeping social im- 
pact of a recession that began in 
December 2007. 

Data released early 
this year showed that 
older Americans will 
make up virtually all 
of the growth in the 
U.S. workforce in the 
coming years as a 
nearly unprecedent- 
ed number hold onto 
jobs and younger 
people decide to stay 
in school. 

Among 16- to 24- 
year-olds, fewer than 
half, or 46.1 per- 
cent, are employed, 
the smallest share 
since the govern- 
ment began collect- 
ing such data in 1948. 

At the same time, a 
record high of about 11.5 
million Americans ages 18 to 24, 
or nearly 40 percent, attended 
college in October 2008. 

“Boomerang kids are a major 
trend, and they represent a shift 
in cultural norms,” said David 
Morrison, president and founder 
of Twentysomething Inc., a mar- 
keting and research firm. 

“Young adults are the first to 
feel the brunt of a bad economy 
and the last to feel the benefits 
of a recovering economy. So the 
first way you hedge your bets is to

minimize your expenses.” 

Saying there is now less of a 
stigma in moving back home, 
Morrison predicted that the 
trend of boomerang kids may 
lessen somewhat. That could cre- 
ate longer-term ripple effects in 
American social relationships, 
from multigenerational family 
tensions to delayed marriage, he 

said.

FORT WORTH, Texas — 
Congress should consider rais- 
ing the federal gas tax for the 
first time since 1993, Transpor- 
tation Secretary Ray LaHood 
said this week. 

LaHood pledged to work with 
Congress on passing a five-year 
transportation bill in 2010. The 
main sticking point, he said, is 
that although about $500 billion 
in highway, bridge and transit 
needs have been identified, the 
federal gas tax — 18.4 cents a 
gallon for gasoline — can’t gen- 
erate that much revenue. 

One idea — indexing the gas 
tax so it increases gradually, as 
the cost of building roads goes 
up — is gaining steam at the 
state and federal levels. 

“The problem we have is, 
Congress wants to pass a very 
robust transportation bill in the 
neighborhood of $400 billion or 
$500 billion, and we know the 
highway trust fund is just defi- 
cient in its ability to fund those 
kinds of projects,’ LaHood said 
at the seventh annual North 
Texas Transportation Summit 
at Texas Motor Speedway in 
Fort Worth. 

“The highway trust fund was 
substantial at one time, but 
now with people driving less, 
and driving more fuel-efficient 
cars, it has become deficient. To 
index the federal fuel tax, that’s 
something Congress is going to 
have to decide. 

“When the gas tax was raised 
in 1992 or 1993, in the Clinton 
administration, there was a big 
debate whether it should be in- 
dexed. At that time, they thought 
there’d be a sufficient amount of 
money collected. Now we know 
that isn’t the case.” 

LaHood spokeswoman Mau- 
reen Knightly clarified that 
the Obama administration still 
opposes increasing the gas 
tax, and that LaHood merely 
supports a debate on funding 
alternatives. 

LaHood spoke to about 300 
elected officials, engineers and 
other policymakers during the 
Monday summit, hosted by U.S. 
Rep. Michael Burgess, R-Texas. 
Although calling for a gas tax de-

bate, LaHood didn’t declare 
that the Obama administration 
would support an increase. In- 
stead, he called on Congress to 
decide. 

But broaching the subject of 
a gas tax increase is a dramatic 
shift. 

During the Bush presidency, 
officials were quick to rule it 
out. LaHood also highlighted 
other means of increasing high- 
way funds, including charging 
tolls, state infrastructure bank 
loans, selling bonds and even- 
tually a per-mile fee charged to 
motorists based on when, where 
and how often they drive. 

Burgess, who opposed the 
stimulus bill and has not sup- 
ported the concept of a gas tax 
increase in the past, said Con- 
gress should instead give state 
and local governments more 
discretion to spend federal 
funds. 

“We earmark money for 
transit. We earmark money for 
shrubs in the median,” Burgess 
said. 

“There has to be more flex- 
ibility built into this transporta- 
tion bill.” 
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Bhopal disaster effects still felt

BHOPAL, India — Hazra Bi wishes she 
could forget. But her damaged family is a liv- 
ing reminder of that December night 25 years 
ago when lethal gas leaked from a pesticide 
plant in Bhopal, India, in the worst industrial 
disaster the world has ever seen. 

The gas that swept through her poor neigh- 
borhood left her nearly blind in one eye, meno- 
pausal at 36, with searing headaches and 
breathlessness. It left her son, then 4, unable 
to control his bladder and suffering debilitat- 
ing panic attacks. Two years ago, it gave her a 
granddaughter born severely underweight, her 
legs like twigs, who still cannot walk or talk. 

The Bhopal industrial disaster killed about 
4,000 people in the early hours of Dec. 3, 1984. 


A few days later the death toll had doubled. 
Over the next few years, the lingering effects 
of the poison nearly doubled the toll again, to 
about 15,000, according to government esti- 
mates. Local activists say the real numbers 
are almost twice that. 

A quarter-century later, thousands like 
Bi are still grappling with the effects of ex- 
posure to the deadly gas as it winds its way 
through generations not even born when the 
disaster struck. Rights groups say toxic waste 
from the plant still contaminates the soil and 
groundwater in nearby neighborhoods. 

“We're still finding children as young as 2 
months old being born with birth defects,” said 
Satinath Sarangi, director of the Sambhavna 
Trust Clinic, which offers free health care for 
those exposed to gas or polluted water. 


According to the government, at least 
500,000 people were affected by the gas leak, 
and activists like Sarangi say thousands of 
children, born to parents directly exposed to 
the gas leak or poisoned by the contaminated 
water, are suffering from cleft lips, missing 
palates, twisted limbs. 

Varying degrees of brain damage are being 
found, as are chaotic menstrual cycles, they 
said. Even more common are all sorts of skin, 
vision and breathing disorders. 

Government officials say there is no current 
contamination and dismiss assertions that the 
birth defects are related to the disaster. Babu- 
lal Gaur, the state minister for Gas Relief and 
Rehabilitation, said the diseases plaguing the 
children are only a consequence of living in 
poor slums.

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A ‘tentative surgelet’ that will not end well

traveler asks a farmer how to get to 

a particular village. The farmer re- 

plies, “If I were you, I wouldn’t start 

from here.” Barack Obama, who asked to 

be president, nevertheless deserves sym- 

pathy for having to start where America is 
in Afghanistan. 

But after 11 months of graceless dispar- 
agements of the 43rd president, the 44th 
acts as though he is the first president 
whose predecessor bequeathed a problem- 
atic world. And Obama’s second new Af- 
ghanistan policy in less than nine months 
strikingly resembles his predecessor’s 
plan for Iraq, which was: As Iraq’s secu- 
rity forces stand up, U.S. forces will stand 
down. 

Having vowed to “finish the job,” Obama 
revealed Tuesday that he thinks the job in 
Afghanistan is to get out of Afghanistan. 
This is an unserious policy. 

Obama’s surge will bring to 51,000 his 
Afghanistan escalation since March. Sup- 
posedly this will buy time for Afghan forces 
to become adequate. But it is not intended 
to buy much time: Although the war is in 
its 98th month, Obama’s “Mission Accom- 
plished” banner will be unfurled 19 months 
from now — when Afghanistan’s security 
forces supposedly will be self-sufficient. 
He must know this will not happen. 

In a spate of mid-November interviews 
— while participating in the president’s 
protracted rethinking of policy — Sec- 
retary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
described America’s Afghanistan goal(s) 
somewhat differently. They are “to defeat 
al-Qaida and its extremist allies” because 
“al-Qaida and the other extremists are 
part of a syndicate of terror, with al-Qaida 


still being an inspiration, a funder, a train- 
er, an equipper and director of a lot of what 
goes on.” And: “We want to do everything 
we can to disrupt, dismantle and defeat al- 
Qaida.” And: “We want to get the people 
who attacked us.” And: “We want to get 
al-Qaida.” And: “We are in Afghanistan 
because we cannot permit the return of a 
staging platform for terrorists.” 

But al-Qaida fighters in Afghanistan 
do not number in the tens of thousands, 
or even thousands. Or perhaps even hun- 
dreds. Although “the people who attacked 
us” were al-Qaida, the threat that justifies 
today’s escalation is, Clinton says, a “syn- 
dicate of terror” of which al-Qaida is just 
an important part. But is Afghanistan cen- 
tral to the syndicate? 

George W. Bush waged preventive war 
in Iraq regarding (nonexistent) weapons 
of mass destruction. Obama is waging pre- 
ventive war in Afghanistan to prevent it 
from again becoming “a staging platform 
for terrorists,’ which Somalia, Yemen or 
other sovereignty near-vacuums also could 
become. To prevent the “staging platform” 
scenario, U.S. forces might have to be en- 
gaged in Afghanistan for decades before 
its government can prevent that by itself. 

Before Tuesday, the administration had 
said (through White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs) that U.S. forces will not be 
there “another eight or nine years.” Tues- 
day the Taliban heard a distant U.S. trum- 
pet sounding withdrawal beginning in 19 
months. Also hearing it were Afghans who 
must decide whether to bet their lives on 
the Americans, who will begin striking 
their tents in July 2011, or on the Taliban, 
who are not going home, because they are 
at home. 

Many Democrats, who think the $787 
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billion stimulus was too small and want 
another one (but by another name), are 
flinching from the $30 billion one-year 
cost of the Afghan surge. Considering that 
the GM and GMAC bailouts ($63 billion) 
are five times bigger than Afghanistan’s 
GDP ($12 billion), Democrats seem to be 
selective worriers about deficits. Of course, 
their real worry is how to wriggle out of 
their endorsement of the “necessary” war 
in Afghanistan, which was a merely tacti- 
cal endorsement intended to disparage the 
“war of choice” in Iraq. 

The president’s party will not support his 
new policy, his budget will not accommo- 
date it, our overstretched and worn down 
military will be hard-pressed to execute it, 
and Americans’ patience will not be com- 


mensurate with Afghanistan’s limitless de- 
mands for it. This will not end well. 

A case can be made for a serious, mean- 
ing larger and more protracted, surge. A 
better case can be made for a radically 
reduced investment of resources and pres- 
tige in that forlorn country. Obama has not 
made a convincing case for his tentative 
surgelet. 

George Orwell said the quickest way to 
end a war is to lose it. But Obama’s half- 
hearted embrace of a half-baked nonstrat- 
egy — briefly feinting toward the Taliban 
(or al-Qaida, or a “syndicate of terror’’) 
while lunging for the exit ramp — makes a 
protracted loss probable.

Obama conveyed strength to forward-deployed troops

esident Barack Obama asked his 

Pitcenry Tuesday night to give fresh 

support — and 30,000 fresh troops 

— to a war in Afghanistan that many 

Americans don’t understand. He made a 
compelling case on five key matters: 

mThe case for troops: Obama argued 
specifically — and effectively, we thought 
— that additional troops can help accom- 
plish three goals: denying al-Qaida a base 
of influence, reversing the Taliban’s cur- 
rent momentum and strengthening the 
capacity of Afghanistan’s Security Forces 
and government, “so that they can take 
lead responsibility for Afghanistan’s fu- 
ture.” His intent to target the insurgency 
and secure population centers echoes the 
“surge” strategy that, at a similar impasse, 
achieved successes in Iraq. Obama made 
the right call for more troops and set the 
right priorities for those extra boots on the 
ground. 

@ The larger war: Afghanistan is but the 
latest battlefield, but probably not the last, 
in a war against Islamic extremism that 
our foes launched roughly three decades 
ago and, as Obama noted, this nation didn’t 
invite. His evocation of al-Qaida safe ha- 
vens nurturing attacks “against London 
and Amman and Bali” was a sharp re- 
minder that we’re fighting a broader war 
— and that tumult or takeover in a nucle- 
ar-armed Pakistan are threats we need to 
diminish. 

™ Benchmarks for Kabul: Here he was 
less specific. Obama correctly insisted 
that the Afghan government needs to take 
advantage of improved security to more 
effectively control and defend the coun- 
try. “This effort must be based on perfor- 
mance,” he said. “The days of providing a 
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Cadets listen as President Barack Obama speaks about the war in Afghanistan at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point, N.Y., on Tuesday. 


blank check are over.” In Iraq, that attitude 
didn’t produce a perfect country, but it did 
force Iraqi leaders to finally confront the 
reality that U.S. combat troops won’t be 
a permanent protective fixture. Crucial 
message, well argued. 


mA timetable for withdrawal: We’ve 
argued often that timetables for military 
withdrawal primarily tell our opponents 
how long they need to hang tough before 
we start to leave. Obama’s discussion of 
intended timetables — more troops now, 


withdrawals begin in 18 months — may 
deflect some of the heat he’ll get from his 
party’s liberal base for upping the ante. But 
he did leave himself ample wiggle room, 
saying he would take into account facts 
on the ground. Securing Afghanistan, not 
placating opponents of Obama’s strategy, 
is the paramount U.S. goal. The sentence 
we wish we'd heard: I will bring our troops 
home just as rapidly as they have complet- 
ed their mission. 

™ Closing the sale: No speech calling for 
more troops by the tens of thousands can 
please much of Obama’s political base. But 
he did offer compelling logic and reassur- 
ance to the millions of Americans who 
have seen the Afghan conflict as an effort 
adrift, a U.S. loss in the making. His show 
of resolve Tuesday night ought to impress 
the doubters and, more important, encour- 
age the men and women he’! deploy.

— A once high-flying at- 
torney who courted politicians and 
celebrities was arrested on federal 
racketeering and fraud charges al- 
leging he operated a $1 billion in- 
vestment scheme involving phony 
legal settlements. 

Lawyer Scott Rothstein was led 
into the Miami FBI office in hand- 
cuffs following his early morning 
arrest on five charges, including 
a violation of the Racketeer Influ- 
enced and Corrupt Organizations, 
or RICO law, often used against 
the Mafia and other criminal 
organizations. 

Rothstein was also charged with 
wire fraud, money laundering, and 
mail and wire fraud conspiracy. 
The combined maximum prison 
term for convictions on all counts 
is 100 years, according to court 
documents. 

Rothstein has pleaded not guilty.

A 13-year-old boy was detained 
for investigation of threatening to 
inflict injury by means of electron- 
ic communication — essentially, 
cyberbullying. Two 12-year-olds 
were booked for battery on school 
property, Los Angeles County 
sheriff's spokesman Steve Whit- 
more said. 

The three suspects, whose iden- 
tities were not released because 
of their ages, were booked and re- 
leased to their parents. 

They could face misdemeanor 
charges, but it was unclear when 
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the case might be submitted for 
possible prosecution, Whitmore 
said. 

Investigators said the attacks 
apparently were inspired by a 
2005 episode of “South Park” that 
parodied racial prejudice by hav- 
ing the character Cartman incite 
a hate campaign against freckled, 
red-haired “ginger kids.”

The lawsuit filed by Goldwater 
Institute says the Arizona Board 
of Cosmetology overstepped its 
bounds when it decided the fish 
perform pedicures and are subject 
to regulatory control. 

Cindy Vong opened Spa Fish 
Therapy in Gilbert last year and 
charged customers $30 to plunge 
their feet into a clean tank filled 
with fish that nibble on customers’ 
feet, removing dead skin. 

The therapy is popular in Asia 
and some U.S. states. 


White rhino born at 
conservation center 


CUMBERLAND — Offi- 

cials at a southeast Ohio 
conservation center say a south- 
ern white rhinoceros could be the 
first fourth-generation member of 
the threatened species born in any 
other North American managed 
herd. 

The southern white, or African 
rhino, was almost extinct at the turn 
of the century. Some were exported 
to North American and Europe in 
the 1950s. Estimated populations 
grew to more than 11,000 in the 
wild and 740 in captivity by 2005.

She is charged with second-de- 
gree animal cruelty, punishable 
by up to a year in jail and a $2,000 
fine. 





Energy firm to buy big 
chunk of drilling sites 


OKLAHOMA CITY — 

SandRidge Energy Inc. 
says it has agreed to buy Permian 
Basin oil and gas properties from 
Forest Oil Corp. for $800 million. 

Oklahoma _ City-based Sand- 
Ridge Energy announced it would 
acquire the west Texas proper- 
ties, which cover more than 90,000 
net acres. The purchase will in- 
crease SandRidge’s leasehold in 
the Permian Basin to more than 
130,000 net acres. 

The independent oil and natu- 
ral gas company says about $720 
million of the purchase price is 
attributable to reserves and $80 
million to undeveloped acreage, 
equipment and other assets. The 
acquired acreage has more than 
1,200 drilling locations. 


Man now accused in 
1991 death of wife 


SYRACUSE — A New 

York man _ has_ been 
charged with killing his preg- 
nant estranged wife — 18 years 
after her body and her dead fetus 
were found behind a Syracuse 
restaurant. 

The Onondaga County District 
Attorney’s office said John Rogers, 
44, is charged with second-degree 
murder in the death of Michelle 
Thomas, who was 25 and seven 
months pregnant when she was 
strangled in 1991. Rogers wasn’t 
charged in the baby’s death be- 
cause it’s unknown whether it was 
born alive. 

A cold case team took on the 
case last year and got information 
from new witnesses. Prosecutors 
say DNA testing showed Rogers 
wasn’t the baby’s father, giving 
him a motive. 


State looks to preserve 
family farming history 


MT BILLINGS — Henry 


Armstrong’s family has 
farmed the same patch of central 
Montana land for 100 years, hang- 
ing on through the Depression, low 
wheat prices and the ever-present 
risk that the next generation would 
move on. 

As employment pressures and 
the lure of faraway opportunities 
split apart agricultural families, 
many farms and ranches have 
been consolidated, sliced into sub- 
divisions or converted into over- 
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sized estates for the wealthy. 

But in a bid to capture and pre- 
serve a Slice of the state’s past, the 
Montana Historical Society has 
started a drive to identify families 
that have farmed or ranched the 
same land for a century or more. 

The Centennial Farm and Ranch 
Program was created under a bill 
passed by the 2009 Legislature. 
The intent is to honor Montana’s 
heritage while compiling family 
histories to be archived and even- 
tually compiled for the society’s 
Web site.

blind woman in her home. 

Authorities say the 50-year-old 
victim was walking toward the 
front door of her home in the city’s 
Mayfair section when the attacker 
approached her from behind. 

The woman was pushed _ in- 
side her home, beaten and raped. 
She has been hospitalized with 
injuries. 

Police did not know how long 
the attack lasted but sent a SWAT 
team to the home because the vic- 
tim was unsure whether the man 
had left. 

Detectives say the woman’s 
home was ransacked and they’re 
investigating whether more than 
one attacker was involved. 


Long Beach company 
sends satellite into orbit

national partnership Sea Launch 
Co. has successfully launched a 
satellite for Intelsat customers 
from its land-launch operation in 
Kazakhstan. 

Spokeswoman Paula Korn at the 
company’s Long Beach headquar- 
ters says everything performed as 
planned. 

More than six hours after 
launch, the satellite separated 
from the upper stage. The first 
signals from orbit were received a 
short time later.

FIFA president Sepp Blatter said 
Wednesday that its disciplinary committee 
will look at Henry’s behavior in the Nov. 18 
second leg at Stade de France. FIFA’s rul- 
ing executive referred the case to the inde- 
pendent disciplinary panel. 

Henry twice handled the ball before 
passing to William Gallas, who scored 
the goal that gave France a 1-1 draw and 
2-1 victory on aggregate to qualify for the 
World Cup instead of Ireland. Blatter de- 
scribed Henry’s handball as “blatant un- 
fair playing.”

crash outside his home in suburban Or- 
lando, Fla. 

Woods did not offer details of any al- 
leged relationship. 

“T will strive to be a better person and 
the husband and father that my family de- 
serves,” Woods said. “For all of those who 
have supported me over the years, I offer 
my profound apology.” 

Woods has been subjected to more media 
scrutiny over the past week than when he 
first won the Masters in 1997 and set off 
the first wave of Tigermania. He has spo- 
ken only three times through his Web site, 
although this was his longest posting. 

“Although I am a well-known person 
and have made my career as a profession- 
al athlete, I have been dismayed to realize 
the full extent of what tabloid scrutiny re- 
ally means,” Woods said. 

“For the last week, my family and I have 
been hounded to expose intimate details of 
our personal lives.” 

And he continued to say accounts that 
physical violence played a role in his Fri- 
day morning car crash were “utterly false 
and malicious.” 

“Elin has always done more to support 
our family and shown more grace than 
anyone could possibly expect,’ Woods 
wrote. 

His statement came one day after the 
Florida Highway Patrol closed its investi- 
gation into the accident — without Woods 
speaking to state troopers. He was charged 
with careless driving, which carries a $164 
fine and four points on his driving record. 

After consulting with the local prose- 
cutor’s office, investigators decided there 
was insufficient evidence to issue a sub- 
poena that would have given them access 
to records from Woods’ hospital visit after 
the crash, said Sgt. Kim Montes, a spokes- 
man for the Florida Highway Patrol. 

The allegations in Us Weekly of an af- 
fair with Grubbs came on the heels of last 
week’s National Enquirer story alleging 
Woods had been seeing New York nightclub 
hostess Rachel Uchitel, who has denied it. 
That story came out just two days before 
Woods wrecked his SUV, first hitting a fire 
hydrant and then smashing into a tree at 
2:25 a.m. Woods caused $3,200 in proper- 
ty damage, wasn’t wearing a seat belt and 
was driving erratically outside his home 
before crashing into the tree, according to 
a final report released Wednesday 

The accident — and Woods’ refusal to 
answer questions about it — fueled specu- 
lation among tabloids and gossip Web sites 
about a possible dispute between Woods 
and his wife, who told police she used a 
golf club to smash the back windows of the 
SUV to help him out of the vehicle. 

But Montes said there were “no claims 
of domestic violence by any individual” 
stemming from the accident. And an attor- 
ney for the neighbors who called 911 said 
Woods did not appear to be driving under 
the influence and showed no signs of hav- 
ing been in a fight. 

The story soon shifted from a patrol in- 
vestigation to sordid allegations into his 
personal life. In the voicemail released by 
the magazine, a man said to Grubbs: 

“Hey, it’s, uh, it’s Tiger. I need you to do 
me a huge favor. Um, can you please, uh, 
take your name off your phone. My wife 
went through my phone. And, uh, may be 
calling you. If you can, please take your 
name off that and, um, and what do you 
call it just have it as anumber on the voice- 
mail, just have it as your telephone num- 
ber. That’s it, OK. You gotta do this for me. 
Huge. Quickly. All right. Bye.” 

The Associated Press could not confirm 
Woods was the caller.

Brent Seabrook scored the 
game-winner in the 11th round of 
the shootout, sending the Black- 
hawks to a 4-3 victory over the 
Columbus Blue Jackets and put- 
ting Quenneville in an exclusive 
club. He is the 14th NHL coach to 
reach 500 victory. 

“T’ve been in a lot of great plac- 
es. I’ve been fortunate, worked 
with good teams and great play- 
ers,” said Quenneville, who has a 
career record of 500-311-132 with 
the Blues, Avalanche and Black- 
hawks over parts of 13 seasons. 

Marian Hossa, playing his first 
game with the Blackhawks at the 
United Center, scored in the sec- 
ond round of the shootout. Colum- 
bus’ Jakub Voracek tied it in the 
next round, setting the stage for a 
goaltending battle between Steve 
Mason and Chicago’s Cristobal 
Huet before Seabrook skated in 
for the winner. 

“You’re just hoping your guys 
score. Then you just try to do 
your job in order to make the next 
save,” said Mason, who is 0-5 in 
shootouts this season. “After that, 
you’re just hoping that the next 
one goes in, but obviously give 
Huet some credit. He made that 
one last stop that he needed.” 

The 11 rounds marked the 
longest shootout in Blackhawks 
history. 

“For a defenseman, you get out 
at center ice and it’s definitely a 
different feeling,” said Seabrook, 
who also has two game-winning 
goals in overtime this season. 
“Huet kept us in and made some 
big saves. ... Tonight was pretty 
cool.”

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Steelers’ Ward apologizes 
for knocking Roethlisberger

PITTSBURGH — Pittsburgh 
Steelers wide receiver Hines 
Ward apologized Tuesday for 
openly questioning quarterback 
Ben Roethlisberger’s toughness, 
saying he spoke emotionally 
without knowing a team doctor 
recommended the quarterback 
not play. 

Ward talked Monday with Ro- 
ethlisberger and coach Mike 
Tomlin in separate conversations, 
expressing regret for saying dur- 
ing a pregame NBC-TV interview 
that the locker room was split 
50-50 whether the quarterback 
should play against the Baltimore 
Ravens. 

“TI have apologized to Ben,” 
Ward wrote in a posting on his 
Facebook page. “Ben and I are 
cool and always will be. We will 
not let this come between us, our 
talk was very productive.” 

Ward made his comments pub- 
lic because he doesn’t plan to 
speak further about the subject. 

The two-time Super Bowl-win- 
ning quarterback sustained his 
fourth concussion since 2006 and 
his second in less than a year dur- 
ing an overtime loss in Kansas 
City on Nov. 22. 

Neither Roethlisberger nor the 
team revealed during the week 
he was having headaches, one 
reason there was considerable 
surprise when it was announced 
he wouldn’t play. 


Disgruntled Raiders fans 
ask Davis to hire GM 


OAKLAND, Calif. — Disgrun- 
tled Oakland Raiders fans are 
making a high-profile plea for 
owner Al Davis to step down as 
the team’s general manager. 

A billboard was posted on the 
freeway near the Oakland Coli- 
seum this week, saying “MR. 
DAVIS, DO THE RIGHT THING, 
PLEASE HIRE A GM.” 

The group that put up the bill- 
board said it has gathered 21,000 
signatures for a petition asking 
Davis to step down as general 
manager. 

The petition also calls on Davis 
to hire a new GM, hire a Super 
Bowl-caliber coach, and “agree 
to refrain from intervention in 
personnel or football operational 
matters.” 

The Raiders (3-8) have won 
three Super Bowls under Davis’ 
leadership but appear headed to 
a seventh straight losing season. 
Oakland’s 27-80 record since the 
start of the 2003 season is the 
worst in the NFL. 


Browns’ Pool suffers

Falcons release 
struggling Elam 


ATLANTA — Jason Elam fig- 
ured he was down to his last miss. 
He was right. 

The Atlanta Falcons released 
the 17-year veteran on Tuesday, 
having finally run out of patience 
with a kicker who had been one 
of the NFL’s most accurate but 
struggled through a mystifying 
slump this season. 


Elam was just 8-for-15 on field 
goal attempts from at least 30 
yards, a success rate that was 
simply unacceptable — especially 
for a team contending in the NFC 
playoff race. 

It was an unceremonious end- 
ing for a 39-year-old kicker who 
is tied for the longest field goal 
in NFL history (63 yards), made 
more than 81 percent of his ca- 
reer attempts, and earned three 
Pro Bowl appearances during a 
15-season tenure with the Denver 
Broncos. 

Elam signed with the Falcons 
last year and played a big role in 
Atlanta’s surprising run to the 
playoffs. He made 29 of 31 field 
goals and all 42 of his extra-point 
attempts. 

But Elam struggled in the pre- 
season, missed an extra point in 
the regular-season opener and 
botched crucial kicks in losses 
to Carolina and the New York 
Giants. 

Atlanta signed Matt Bryant, 
who has kicked with four NFL 
teams, most recently spending 
four seasons with the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. 


Eagles’ Westbrook still out; 
Jackson’s status unclear 


PHILADELPHIA — Brian 
Westbrook remained sidelined by 
a concussion, and DeSean Jack- 
son’s status for Philadelphia’s 
game at Atlanta was uncertain 
after he sustained a head injury. 

Westbrook will miss his third 
consecutive game after sustain- 
ing his second concussion in a 
three-week span Nov. 15. 

The former All-Pro running 
back saw concussion specialists 
this week in Pittsburgh and will 
be re-examined in a week or two. 

Westbrook is expected to in- 
crease his exercise regimen. He 
experienced a headache working 
out last Friday. 

Jackson, the Eagles’ big-play 
wide receiver, was injured in 
a victory over Washington last 
Sunday. Coach Andy Reid said 
Jackson was making progress re- 
covering from his concussion and 
wouldn’t rule him out for Sunday’s 
game against the Falcons.

lahassee for Gainesville. 

To understand why Bowden 
stayed on the job past his expira- 
tion date, you have to remember 
two things. The first is simply be- 
cause he could, because Bowden’s 
football program did more to 
raise Florida State’s profile than 
anything that was going on in its 
classrooms or labs, and that buys 
a lot of loyalty. 

The second is that Bowden was 
already 47 when he took over 
the Seminoles and 64 before he 
won the first of his two national 
championships. He didn’t preach 
patience as just a virtue, but asa

way of life. What he didn’t count 
on was outlasting most of his big- 
gest boosters. 

“Nothing lasts forever, does 
it?” Bowden said during a video 
interview conducted by school 
officials.

Hadn’t done as 
good lately as I wish I could have, 
but I’ve had wonderful years, no 
regrets.” 

Throughout the taping, he 
couldn’t have looked more re- 
laxed. At another moment, 
though, Bowden concedes, “The 
first championship was more of a

relief,’ but to those who remem- 
bered it, a “lifeline” was closer to 
the truth. It came on New Year’s 
Day, 1994, against Nebraska in an 
Orange Bowl game that seemed 
to end not once, but twice. 

Bowden got a championship 
bath when Nebraska receiver 
Trumane Bell was dragged down 
at the Florida State 29, only to 
have the referees put a second 
back on the clock and Nebraska 
back in position to crush Bowden’s 
dream. But place-kicker Byron 
Bennett missed from 45 yards out 
and Florida State won 18-16. 

“So,” Bowden recalled at the 
time, “I got to celebrate twice.” 

It seemed like small compensa- 
tion at that moment, considering 
how many times errant kicks by 
his own guys in big games lost 
him shots at the national cham- 
pionship; and how, at the start 
of the 1980s, Bowden set out to 
make Florida State a national 
powerhouse by scheduling the 
best teams in the land — at their 
places. 

A memorable stretch of con- 
secutive road games at Nebraska, 
Ohio State, Notre Dame, Pitts- 
burgh and LSU ended with the 
Seminoles winning three of the 
five and Bowden being nick- 
named “King of the Road.” 

No coach, at least none with an 
established program, would even 
consider that kind of itinerary 
today. Pete Carroll at Southern 
California comes closest and he 
might also have the best perspec- 
tive on what a remarkable job 
Bowden did building a program 
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nearly from scratch. 

When Carroll arrived at USC 
in December 2000, “Florida State 
was everything in college foot- 
ball,” he recalled Tuesday. “They 
kind of gave us the example of 
what you shoot for over the long 
term.” 

Dominating as the Trojans 
have been for most of the decade 
though, Carroll’s slide into the 
Pac-10 conference pack this sea- 
son means the Trojans’ string 
of consecutive top-five seasons 
will end at seven — half of what 
Bowden’s teams accomplished 
from 1987-2000. 

That run bought who knows 
how many more seasons since 
at Florida State, 34 in all, 12,377 
workdays — according to an 
ESPN tally — and still counting, 
depending on which bowl game 
the Seminoles wind up playing. 

“When you think about Florida 
State University, that’s who you 
think about,” junior quarterback 
Christian Ponder said. 

And Bowden will be the guy 
his coaching brethren remember 
when they talk about the good old 
days, about how loyalty isn’t what 
it used to be, forgetting that he 
had exactly one losing season — 
his first — during the entire stay 
at Florida State. 

“We won our share,” was the 
closest thing Bowden said Tues- 
day to a boast. “We didn’t win 
them all, but we did win our 
share.”

PORTLAND, Ore. — The 
Miami Heat started their tough- 
est road trip of the season with a 
stylish 107-100 victory over Port- 
land Trail Blazers on Tuesday 
night. 

Michael Beasley scored 27 
points and Quentin Richardson 
had 20, both season highs, as the 
Heat led from the opening basket. 
Miami shot 53.3 percent from the 
field (40-for-75) to offset a ca- 
reer-high 20-rebound effort from 
Portland’s Greg Oden. 

The Heat ended a two-game 
losing streak with a win that may 
be the type of performance that 
could give Miami a boost on a 
four-game Western Conference 
trip, with games left against Den- 
ver, the Los Angeles Lakers and 
Sacramento. 

“This was a great way to start 
our trip,’ said Miami’s Dwyane 
Wade, who had 22 points and a 
season-high 12 assists. “It was a 
very good team effort against a 
very, very good team.” 

Miami attacked Portland from 
the outset, knowing the Blazers 
were shorthanded with forward 
LaMarcus Aldridge sitting out 
because of a right knee bone 
contusion. Wade said the Heat 
were wary of what Brandon Roy 
might try to do without Aldridge, 
the team’s second-leading scorer 
with a 14.9 average. 

Roy tried to take over, scoring 
14 points in the first quarter on 
the way to leading Portland with 
25 points. But it was a difficult 
game for the All-Star guard who 
finished 9-for-25 from the field. 

“We knew Brandon Roy was 
going to be aggressive early on, so 
we wanted to start the game ag- 
gressive ourselves,” Wade said. 

Miami scored the game’s first 
seven points and never looked 
back. Portland spent much of the 
game trailing by double digits. 

Knicks 126, Suns 99: At New 
York, Danilo Gallinari had 27 
points and 10 rebounds, helping 
the Knicks snap a five-game los- 
ing streak and giving their coach 
a resounding victory over his old 
team. 

David Lee added 24 points and 
Al Harrington had 22 for the 
Knicks, who rang up a season- 
best 71 first-half points, then blew 
it open when Gallinari scored 
seven points in a span of barely a 
minute midway through the third 
quarter. 

Steve Nash had 20 points and 
eight assists for the Suns (14-4), 
who came in with the NBA’s best 
record. They had won four straight 
by an average of 21.3 points. 

It was a sweet victory for Mike 
D’Antoni, who rode his high-scor- 
ing offensive system to an average 
of 58 wins in his four full seasons 
in Phoenix before he and the Suns 
parted ways after a first-round 
loss to San Antonio in 2008.

or Michelle Chandler, it’s familiar 
territory.

After a report of a second extramarital affair, Tiger Woods said on his Web site Wednesday that he has 
“not been true to my values and the behavior my family deserves.” 


Tiger says he let his family down 
with transgressions, regrets it deeply

THOUSAND OAKS, Calif. — Tiger Woods said he 
let his family down with transgressions he regrets 
“with all of my heart,” and that he will deal with his 
personal life behind closed doors. 

His statement Wednesday follows a cover story 
in Us Weekly magazine that reports a Los Angeles 
cocktail waitress claims she had a 31-month affair 
with the world’s No. 1 golfer. 

“T have not been true to my values and the behav- 
ior my family deserves,” Woods said on his Web site. 
“T am not without faults and I am far short of per- 
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fect. I am dealing with my behavior and personal 
failings behind closed doors with my family. Those 
feelings should be shared by us alone.” 

The cocktail waitress, Jaimee Grubbs, told the 
magazine she met Woods at a Las Vegas nightclub 
the week after the 2007 Masters — two months be- 
fore Woods’ wife, Elin, gave birth to their first child. 
Grubbs claims to have proof in 300 text messages. 

About three hours before Woods’ statement, the 
magazine published what it said was a voicemail — 
provided by Grubbs — that Woods left on her phone 
Nov. 24, three days before his early-morning car 
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
